SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer printout entitled A Different Kind Of Love is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is a printout of a computer text file. The computer printout consists 
mainly of a story describing a man's sexual relationship with a deer. The explicit 
description of sexual activity between the man and either one or two deer is the 
primary focus of the publication. Included in the range of sexual activities described is 
the use of deer faeces and urine. 

Both bestiality and the use of urine and excrement in association with sexual conduct 
are presented in a manner that is intended to sexually arouse the reader and that 
serves to legitimise these activities. The publication is therefore deemed 
objectionable. 

The criteria applied by the Classification Office resulting in the limit on the availability of 
this publication are prescribed by law. This classification represents the minimum 
interference with freedom of expression (as affirmed in the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990) that is consistent with preventing likely injury to the public good. 
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
